STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The Preventive Detention ( Amendment) Ordinance, 1950 (XIX of 19 
was promulgated on the 23rd June, 1950 . By this Ordinance , sectior 
of the Preventive Detention Act ( IV of 1950 ) — which had been decla 
by the Supreme Court to be ultra vires of the Constitution — was repea 
Two other minor amendments were made. The first conferred on a 
tional district magistrates specially empowered in this behalf by S 
Governments the power to issue detention orders under section 3 of 
Act. This was necessary as, in certain parts of the country , officers do 
nated as additional district magistrates held independent charge 1 
district or part of a district and it was considered desirable that in 
cases the only local officer with the authority to issue a detention , 
should not be the sub -divisional magistrate . The second amendment 
ferred the powers of ordering detention on Civil Administrators in 
State of Hyderabad . The reason in this case was that, under the adm 
trative structure that is in vogue in that State , law and order are 
responsibility of the Civil Administrators , who, in this respect , corres , 
to district magistrates in all other States. 

It is necessary now to convert the Ordinance into an Act since , un 
article 123 ( 2 ) of the Constitution , the Ordinance will ceasę to be valid 
weeks after the assembly of Parliament.

1 . Short title . — This Act may be called the Voluntary Surrender of Sula 
( Exemption from Taxation ) Act, 1950 .

The object of the Bill is to replace by an Act the Voluntary Surrender of 
alaries ( Êxemption from Taxatior ) Ordinance, 1950 (Ordinance No. XV of 
950 ) which provided fc exemption in respect of salary voluntarily foregone in 
he public interest by a person whose sulary is fixed under law . But for this 
. xemption such part of his salary would be chargeable to tax as salary due 
to him under the law .

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


For the purposes of usmessinent to income- tux, a Hindu undivided family 
was being treated since 1999 just as an " individual" . In 1949 , the oxemption 
limit was l aised to Rs. 5 ,000 in the case of every Hindu undivided family which 
consisted of at loust two adult coparceners or of at least two branches , the 
qualifying phrase used in the Finince Act, 1919 , being " entitled to i share 
on purtition ” . In the Finance Act 1950), the exemption limit was raisedi fron 
Rs. 5 ,000 to Rs. 7, 200 subject to the sutistaction of the name conditions . 


It has now been found that according to a literal interpretation of the word 
ing einployed in the Finance Aets , 1949 and 1950 , the benefit of the higher 
excmption limit could be claimed by a family consisting of husband , wifc 
and minor son , since the wife , though she cannot claim partition , is , according 
to Hindu law , entitled to a share on partition , should partition take place at 
any time between the father and the minor son . It was never the intention 
that such a family should get the benefit of the briglier creiption limit in Any 
State . The Bill proposes to make an Amendment with a view to remedying 
the deforot in the wording of the Finance Acts , 1949 and 1950 .

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
Although , urmed forces of the Union are stationed in cantonments within 
l art B States , the Cantonments Aot, 1924 and the Cantonments (lIouge 
Accomicdation ) Act , 1923 do not apply to those Stutes , and this has given 
rise to scrious administrative difficulties It is , therefore , necessary to extend 
both the Acts to Part B Statcg . 

2 . Elections to Cantonment Boards in Part A States and Part C Statos 
were last held betwoen July and Soptember, 1946 and were duo to be held 
during the same period in 1949 . As the preparation of electoral rolls for 
Cantonment Boards was linked with that of the clectoral rolls for the Stute 
Legislatures and Parliament in the cantonment areas und us oxtensive changes . 
in the latter rolls were expected in view of the introduction of adult franchise , 
it was decided to hold in abeyance the elections in cantonments for 1 period 
of one yeur . 

A . Tho life of the existing Boards which was extended for a year will oxpiro 
on various dates during the period between the 6th July and 30th September , 
1950 . While tho electoral rolls in respect of the Stato Legislatures and Par 
liainent are not likely to be completed before that time and the life of the 
Boards cannot be extended by more than onc year under the existing provisions 
( soction 15 ) of the Cantouments Act , 1924 , it has , therefore , become necessary 
to promote legislation for 

(i) the preparation of clectoral rolls for all Cantonment Boardy on the 
basis of Adult franchiso, independently of those for the State Legislatures 
and Parliument; and 

(ii ) the extension of the life of the existing Boards for a further short 
period until the next ordinary elections can bo held on the basis of the 
new rolls . 

4 . Since the necessary legislation could not be introduced in the last schsion 
of Parliament, und in view of its urgency , an Ordinance , namely , the Canton 
ment Laws (Extension and Amendment) Ordinance , 1950 was promulgated on 
the 19th June, 1950 . 

5 . The amendments made in the said Ordinance are of a permanent nature 
except the provision for the extension of the term of the office of electę , 
members of every Cantonment Board up to the end of November, 1950 , or 
until the election of their successors is notified under sub -section ( 77 ) of section 
13 of the Cantonments Act , 1924 , whichever is earlier . It is , therefore, egoen 
tial to replaco tho Ordinance by an Act in the next session of Parliament .

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS . 
Prior to the 1919 Reforms, both major and minor ports were being adminis 
tured by the various Local Governments concerned under Local Acts . After 
tlıc 1910 Reforms, the Centre became constitutionally responsible for the major 
ports , but the Central Government did not actually tale over the administra 
tive control of the major ports of Bombay , Caloutta and Madras from thic 
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Provincial Governments concerned till the 1st April , 1937, when the Guverne 
ment of India (Adaptation of Indian Laws) Order , 1987 , which mude the neces 
Siry uduptutions to the relevant Provincial Acts to enable the Centre to dis 
charge its functions in relation to these major ports, came into oporution 

... The Acts applicable to the present administration of the major ports of 
Bombay, Caloutta and Madras are thus yory old , their origin in the case of 
Caloutta and Bombay dating back to tho last century . Because of this , and 
also because they were originally enacted by different local Covernments who 
wore than in the adminintually control of these ports , thesc Acts contuin many 
provisions which are dissimilar in nature and scope , ure difficult to interpret 
and give rise to certain administrative anomalies . Besides , a munber of 
lacunae have been noticed in the provisions of those Acts in the light of thcir 
working during the past, and these also require rectification . The objects of 
the Bill ure to remove these lacunae , introduce such uniformity is is possibile 
without unnecessary disturbanoc of the status quo , effect a considerable degree 
of decentralisation of authority in the matter of day -to -day administration , and 
introduce a greater measure of Central control und supervision in inatters of 
policy . Opportunity is also being taken to effect certain improvements in 
the Indian Ports Act , 1908 , which applies not only to major ports but also to 
minor ports which now fall in the concurrent field of legislation , ind to cffcct 
cortvin conscquential amendments to the Calcutta Port (Pilotage ) Act, 1948 . 

3 . The question has been examined whether instead of revising the exiytiny 
Port Trust Acts relating to the ports of Madras, Bombay und Calcutta , a 
single Major Ports Act should not be enacted in their place . It has been de 
cided not to udopt this course in view of the fact that conditions differ greatly 
at these porta .

The object of the Bill is to extend tho period of limitation in respect of 
guits or other proceedings to be filed by displaced persons including displaced 
banks so that they may institute such suit or other legal proceeding at any 
time before the 31st March , 1952, although the period of limitation may have 
expired after the 14th August, 1947 , 

If, however , a suit or proceeding is instituted against any displaced person , 
such Jisplaced debtor should have all the relief to which he would be entitled 
under the Displaced Persons (Legal Proceedings) Act , 1949, although the 
decree may be passed after the expiry of that Act . To achieve these two 
objects tho two Acts, the Displaced Persons ( Institution of Suits) Act, 1948 , 
and the Displaced Persons (Ilegal Proccedings ) Act , 1949 , are being 
amendec .

STATEMENT OF 013JECTS AND REASONS . 
Prior to the 26th January , 1950 — the date of coming into force of tho new 
Constitution — Parliamont had no powers to legislate for ydorabud State and , 
consequently , the Administration of Evucuco Proporty Ordinance No. XXVII of 
1949 was not made applicable to that State . Tho State Govornment promul 
gated in December , 1949 a Regulation for the administration of evacuoe pro 
perty on , practically , the same lines as the Central Ordinanco . After the 
coming into force of the now Constitution , Parliamont passcd in April , 19.30 
the Adminstration of Evacuee Property Act No . XXX ( f 1050 . This Act 
extends to the wbols of Indit (including Hyderabud State ), arcpt the States 
of Assam , West Bengal, Tiipun , Manipur , and Jammu and Kashmir . Un 
fortunatoly , due to an 11 . 1 portent omission , no provision was made in the Act 
of Parliament repealing the previous Ilyderabad Regulation relating to the 
administration of tyl ( 1164 property , or saving the actions takon thor - under . 
The Administration of Evucudo l roperty (Amendment) Bill , 1950 , sooks to 
rectify the anomaly so as to extend tho scope of section 58 of the Administration 
of Evacuee Property Act No XXXI of 1950 to include the Flycernbac Regu 
lation with retrospectiva cliect from the date of the commencement of the Act . 
The effect of the ymenduent would be formally to repeal the Hyderabad 
Regulation and save all actions tulen tlicrounder
